The Niagara-on-the-Lake Chamber 
of Commerce is offering local voters a 
chance to get to know the candidates 
for the Feb. 13 provincial byelection. 

An all-candidates meeting for 
those running to replace former MPP 
Kim Craitor and represent the Niagara 
Falls riding, which includes Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and Fort Erie, will be 
held Tuesday, Feb. 4 at the communi¬ 
ty centre in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

The chamber has a long history of 
hosting such events in NOTL, with 
questions coming from chamber 
members and the public. 

Question cards will be distributed 
when the doors open at 6 p.m., for a 


6:30 p.m. start. 

Each candidate will be given five 
minutes to introduce themselves, and 
then questions will be read by a cham¬ 
ber member, directed to a candidate. 
Each of the other candidates will then 
have an opportunity to reply. 

Four specific questions will be pre- 

minutes’ response time, followed by 
two-minute follow-up responses from 
the other candidates. 

Then eight questions from the pub¬ 
lic will be read by the moderator, with 
the candidate having three minutes to 
respond, following which all other 
candidates will have one minute to 
reply. 

At the end of the question period, 
each candidate will have an addition 
three minutes to speak. 

The agenda is based on four candi¬ 
dates participating: Clarke Bitter from 
the Green Party, Wayne Gates repre¬ 
senting the NDP, Conservative candi¬ 
date Bart Maves and Liberal represen¬ 
tative Joyce Morocco.

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Lord Mayor supports transit referendum but confidence comes from hub

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
residents will be able to 
access public transpor¬ 
tation across the region 
without a regional tran¬ 
sit system, says Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke. 

Eke was one of the 
regional councillors who 
voted to ask Niagara resi¬ 
dents whether they sup¬ 


port a region-wide bus 
service on a referendum 
on the Oct. 27 municipal 

The referendum 
passed, but must also be 
approved by the prov¬ 
ince, he said, which 
oversees referendum 
questions on municipal 
ballots to ensure voters 
are given sufficient detail 
to cast an informed vote. 

A public meeting will 
be held prior to regional 
council’s meeting Feb. 6 
to discuss how that ques¬ 
tion should be framed. 

For the referendum 
vote to be binding on 
regional council, there 


turnout in across the 
region, says Eke, and 
that's unlikely to hap- 

And given the expense 
and effectiveness of the 
current pilot project 
underway to provide 
regional transportation, 
continuing such a ser¬ 
vice is unlikely to earn 
widespread support, he 
said. 

"We want to have the 
mobility across the 
region but we’re not 
clear on how to provide 
it. The system we have is 
not functioning efficient¬ 
ly or effectively. Yes, peo¬ 
ple want a viable system 
to get us across the 


region. But we haven’t 
come up with a system 
that will do that.” 

Thanks to Ivanhoe 
Cambridge and a prom¬ 
ise to provide a transit 
hub at the outdoor mall 
expected to open in 
Glendale in May, NOTL 
residents should have 
access to transit across 
the region, says Eke. 

With a hub that oper¬ 
ates similar to the one at 
the Pen Centre, and 
buses from the three 
larger municipalities 
connecting to that hub, 
Eke says, riders both 
from NOTL using its 
transit system and those 
coming from other areas 


of the region will bene¬ 
fit. 

“The region doesn’t 
have the experience or 
the background in trans¬ 
portation, and it has the 
highest costing employ¬ 
ees. I think we should let 
the experts (the three 
existing bus systems) 
take what they’ve learned 
and build on it,” said 
Eke. 

“The answer to the 
referendum isn’t neces¬ 
sarily going to provide a 
solution to the problem. 
We need the three 
municipalities to work it 
out themselves to pro¬ 
vide a system that works 
and that is efficient.”

Tiny vegetable 
greens are

(There are now five).

in Virgil. This school is 
only 18 months old, and 
already word has it that it 
is overcrowded. And yet 
for some reason, the 


District School Board of 
Niagara, after having 
closed the former Niagara 
District Secondary School 
(in the face of much pro¬ 
test) is now wanting to 
close Parliament Oak and 
crowd even more students 
into Crossroads. 

Can these people not 
add up a column of num¬ 
bers? Surely a prime 
requirement for election 
to a school board should 
be that candidates be able 
to count on their fingers. 
Go for it, math teachers.

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Internet voting decision 
overturned by council

Voting on the Internet will not be 
an option for the next municipal elec¬ 
tion after some councillors changed 
their minds this week about using 
electronic ballots. 

In a three to five decision at council 
Monday, a recommendation from the 
committee of the whole last week to 
allow Internet voting was rejected. 
Concerns about security of the system 
and ensuring that the electronic bal¬ 
lots would be cast by the intended vot¬ 
ers were voiced by several councillors. 

“Internet voting might be the desti¬ 
ny, but we're not quite there yet,” said 
Coun. Jamie King. “I fear that potential 
opportunity for error.” 

Of the 44 Ontario municipalities 
who used Internet voting in the last 
election, King said 33 reported there 
were technological challenges on elec- 


He added that Niagara-on-the-Lake 
has a healthy voter turnout, compared 


dered if that would drop if residents in 
rural areas who want to cast paper bal¬ 
lots would drive to the community 
centre. It would be the only polling 
station if Internet voting was 
approved. 

Coun. Jim Collard questioned 
whether voting via the Internet would 
be “potentially impersonal" 

"A person could vote without doing 
any research," he said. 

Coun. Andrea Kaiser voted in favour 
of the proposed bylaw, saying it could 
engage more young voters and make it 
easier for seniors and those with acces¬ 
sibility issues to cast their ballots. 

“I have full confidence that if coun¬ 
cil decided they didn’t want to do it, 
they could rescind (the bylaw)," she 
said. "I would like to take the time to 
explore the options."

Sears 
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Potholes an ongoing problem during cold spells, especially on rural roads 


Public works 
staff keeping on 
top of repairs, 
says deputy 
director

With 435 komometres 
of paved roads, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is experienc¬ 
ing its share of potholes 
during an unusually cold 
winter. 

Doug Kerr, NOTL’s dep¬ 
uty director of public 


works, says the town bud¬ 
gets every winter for the 
cost of repairing potholes, 
and some winters are bet¬ 
ter than others. 

This year is worse than 

roads because they are 
surfaced to different stan¬ 
dards, he said. 

“With the cold snaps 
we've had, it’s an ongoing 
issue. And we’ll likely have 
more this week,” he said 
Monday. 

But public works 
employees are keeping on 
top of the problem, and so 
far, not one person has 


complained about damage 
to a vehicle from deep pot- 

The Town has also 
stayed within its budget for 
pothole repairs, he said. 

The pavement craters 
are created by extremely 
cold temperatures fol¬ 
lowed by a warm spell and 
thawing. Water captured 
under pavement freezes, 
expands and cracks 
asphalt, and then when it 
melts, the surface breaks 

Road crews patrol at 
this time of year, looking 
for just such problems, and 


also respond to calls from 
drivers, says Kerr. 

"Residents do help 
when they call in prob¬ 
lems, because potholes 
can turn up over night.” 

Potholes are cleaned 
out and filled with cold 
patch for a quick, tempo¬ 
rary fix, and repaired per¬ 
manently in the summer, 
he said. 

Rick Mauro, of CAA 
Niagara, says the roads are 
far worse this year than last 
due to the January cold 

The St. Catharines 
stretch of the Queen 


Elizabeth Way, he says, is 
one of the worst areas for 
potholes. 

“We've had many of our 
members experience flat 
tires and damaged suspen¬ 
sion due to the potholes,” 
he said. 

“Our drivers are encoun¬ 
tering disgruntled mem¬ 
bers who are quick to 
blame the potholes that 
are created during the win¬ 
ter months." 

Mauro said bad roads 
take their toll on motorists, 
especially in their pocket 
books. 

Potholes can lead to 


suspension and tire rim 
damage. 

Costs associated with 
repairs to ball joints, struts, 
control arms, shock 
absorbers and rims can 
add up to more than 
$2,500. 

The fact that there have 
been no complaints from 
NOTL drivers, says Kerr, is 
a good indication that the 
road crew is doing its job 
and repairing potholes 
before they cause damage.

And that’s going to be 
the only way to get a high 
school back in town—nei¬ 
ther the public nor 
Catholic boards are inter¬ 
ested in a NOTL second¬ 
ary school, he says. 

In recent years, 
MacDougall has been an 
outspoken opponent of 
the District School Board 
ofNiagara, criticizing what 
he sees as a lack of fiscal 
responsibility, a lack of 
concern for students and 
academics, the lack of a 
trustee voted in by NOTL, 
and the board's operation 
of Eden High School as a 


public alternative pro¬ 
gram offering Christian 
instruction. 

But even electing a 
trustee to represent NOTL 
“is a dead end" without 
other like-minded indi¬ 
viduals on the school 
board “who feel what is 
occurring in NOTL is 
wrong and makes no 
sense, otherwise you’re a 
voice in the wilderness.” 

However, with the cur¬ 
rent focus on Parliament 
Oak Public School and 
community consensus, 
“things are starting to 
come together. We have a 
provincial byelection 
coming up, and a munici¬ 


pal election, but most 
importantly, we have this 
great organization called 
CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 
Responsible Education), 
with people who finally 
get it—they understand 
the board is not for the 
most part telling us the 
truth about (enrolment) 
numbers,” said the formal 
high school teacher. 

“If enough councillors 
will place education high¬ 
er on their list of priorities, 
we may get something 

But he doesn’t want 
voters to think of him as a 
“one-trick pony,” he adds. 


“I’m not. There are 
other issues I’m con- 
cernedabout. Forinstance, 
the number of OMB 
(Ontario Municipal Board) 
hearings that rule against 
the town—that bothers 
me a great deal.” 

He would also like to 
see the town promoted as 
more than a destination 
for visiting wineries and 
going to see plays, he 

“I like to golf and I like 
to fish, and I think NOTL 
is missing the boat when it 
comes to possibilities for 
promoting itself in those 

The Niagara River is 


one of the top fishing areas 
in the world, he says, yet 
the only charter fishing 
opportunities are on the 
other side of the border. 

"I think there is a major 
opportunity we’re miss¬ 
ing, not attracting people 
who like to fish. There has 
to be some way to facili¬ 
tate a boat launch and 
help diversify our tour- 

NOTL has four good 
nine-hole golf courses, yet 
is not marketed as a golf¬ 
ing destination, he says. 

"People who are travel¬ 
ling, especially couples 
who like to golf together, 
love nine-hole courses. 


Eighteen holes at the 
Niagara Falls courses can 
be too much for them. We 
could be doing a much 
better job of getting peo¬ 
ple to come here for the 
golfing experience.” 

However, education 
remains his priority.

The possibility of the 
closure of another school 
in the community reawak¬ 


ened expressions of anger 
and frustration by town 
councillors, who fought 
unsuccessfully a fewyears 
ago to keep the high 
school open. 

A heated discussion 
followed a presentation 
Monday by a citizens’ 
group, CARE (Citizens for 
Accessible and 

Responsible Education) 
urging councillors to help 
them convince the District 
School Board of Niagara 


to keep Parliament Oak 
Public School open. 

“The closure of the last 
public school in the Old 
Town has too much 
importance for there to 
be any ambiguity,” said 
CARE representative 
Robin Ridesic. “We do 
expect you to demon¬ 
strate leadership.” 

The future of the school 
is the subject of a study by 
the DSBN’s accommoda¬ 
tion review committee 
(ARC). At a meeting ear¬ 
lier this month, the ARC 
recommended in a draft 
report, that all options for 
Parliament Oak - renova¬ 


tion, demolition and 
expansion - be consid¬ 
ered to accommodate “a 
right-size facility” for 250 
students from 

Kindergarten to Grade 
eight by September 2016. 

Ridesic disputes the 
DSBN’s projections of a 
declining student popu¬ 
lation in the Old Town. 
She called their numbers 
"misleading and clearly 
wrong”. 

Another CARE repre¬ 
sentative, Tom Elltoft, 
said there are families 
with young children mov¬ 
ing into the Old Town. 

“I think (that) without 


a local school, we would 
not be able to take advan¬ 
tage of those people mov¬ 
ing here,” he said. 

Coun. Andrea Kaiser 
called the potential clo¬ 
sure of the school “deja 
vu” and said she has never 
been as angry as a coun¬ 
cillor, as she was when 
the town lost its only high 
school. 

“We did everything 
and we begged them (the 
school board) to please 
sit down... and have a 
meeting,” she said, add¬ 
ing that Premier Kathleen 
Wynne, who was educa¬ 
tion minister at the 1'

“I don’t truly believe 
that anything we do (now) 
will make a difference,” 
said Kaiser. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
who was not on council 
when the school board 
decided to close the high 
school, said he has tried 
to build an alliance with 
the DSBN. 

“I just don’t believe the 
DSBN gets it,” he said, 
adding that he felt very 
uncomfortable at the last 
ARC meeting.

A motion by Eke was passed that 
the town support the draft ARC rec¬ 
ommendations that all options be 
considered to keep the school open; 
French immersion programs remain 
until the current grade 5’s graduate; 
leasing opportunities be explored 
with service clubs and organiza¬ 
tions; and Crossroads Public School 
remain open. 

The lord mayor intended to 
deliver that message at the last 
forum for public input for the ARC 
Wednesday. Representatives of the 
CARE group, comprised of about 50 
members, also planned to speak 
and present a petition signed by 
about 600 residents urging the 
school board to keep Parliament 
Oak open. 

At Monday’s meeting, Julian 
Smith, executive director of 


Willowbank School of the 
Restoration Arts, also asked council 
to consider asking the province for a 
heritage designation for Parliament 
Oak. 

Smith would like to see a cultural 
landscape designation, which would 
mean that the school would remain 
open as an educational facility, not 
just a historical building. 

He said there are not many prec¬ 
edents of this nature in the prov¬ 
ince, but it would be a good way for 
the town to indicate to the school 
board that there is a shift in the 
planning process. 

“I’m not sure it’s a useful weapon 
in this particular battle, “ said Coun. 
Gary Zalepa Jr., but he supported 
the idea. 

Council referred Smith’s propos¬ 
al for a cultural landscape heritage 
designation for the school to staff 
for review.

With a background in 
marine biology and a love of 
photography, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing David Gilchrist would be 
pulled toward diving as a 
hobby, taking a camera with 
him on his underwater 
excursions. 

Combine that with an 
interest in history, and 
Gilchrist was a shoo-in to go 
along on a recent trip of 
Niagara residents to Chuuk 
Lagoon in Micronesia. The 


group of islands in the South 
Pacific is considered one of 
the top dive sites in the 
world, rich with material to 
explore and photograph. 

Feb. 16 and 17 mark the 
70th anniversary of a major 
U.S. attack on a Japanese 
naval base at Truk Island, 
now called Chuuk, when 
more than 1,200 bombing 
sorties were flown over the 
area and a large number of 
Japanese ships, tanks, trucks 
and airplanes, carrying 
munitions, oil, fuels and 
other vital supplies, were 
sunk, says Gilchrist. 

The lagoon is considered 
the biggest ship graveyard in 
the world, and since many of 
them were carrying gre¬ 
nades, torpedos and bombs, 
the wrecks were left 
untouched for years, for fear

sary of the 1944 bombing, 
Gilchrist is exhibiting a small 
collection of images that 
show “the sea slowly reclaim¬ 
ing these relics of war." 

He has many more photos 
of the wrecks themselves, 
which are quite different 
from the colourful photo¬ 
graphs of soft and hard cor¬ 
als, surrounded by many 
species of fish, in many cases 
completely obscuring the 
rusted hulks remaining 
beneath. 

But those photos are for a 
different time, he says—this 
time he is concentrating on 
the shapes, colours and 
forms of life he saw during 
the underwater excursion. 

'I’m trying to show the 
beauty of the marine life now 
covering what is down there,” 

“Nature provides a never- 
ending and amazingly rich 
diversity of subject matter, 
some of which can be appre¬ 
ciated in this small collec- 

The huge amount of avia¬ 
tion fuel stored in vessels 
that were bombed turned the 
lagoon into a very polluted 
area, he said, and there are 
still areas where oil droplets 
can be seen 70 years later, 
but the corals and everything 
associated with a coral reef 
are coming back. Many of his 
photos were taken during a 
night dive, when the colour 
in the pictures is particularly 
vivid. 

"It was all pretty over¬ 
whelming for a guy who usu¬ 
ally dives to the bottom of 
the Niagara River,” he said. 

"I saw every colour imag¬ 
inable.”
